israel, Soviet Union restore relations 


UNITED NATIONS — Israel and the Soviet Union announced Sunday 
that they are opening consulates in each other’s countries after a 23-year break 
in ties. 

The decision, announced after a meeting between Israeli Foreign Minister 
David Levy and his Soviet counterpart, Eduard Shevardnadze, represented a 
major step in thawing relations that have been frozen since the 1967 Middle 
East War. The two ministers also told reporters at the United Nations that 
they intend to start meeting regularly and that their foreign ministries will be 
in regular contact. 

The Kremlin broke relations with Israel after the 1967 war, during which 
Israel seized territory from Moscow’s Arab allies. 

The two countries began thawing their contacts in 1987 when the Soviets 
posted a delegation in Tel Aviv that operated through the Finnish Embassy. 

A year later, Israel established a low-level mission in Moscow operating 
through the Netherlands Embassy. 

Relations have improved in part because Moscow wants to play a role in 
Middle East diplomacy. 


lraq seeks foreign help to end conflict 


BAGHDAD — Saddam Hussein adopted a more conciliatory stance Sunday 
in the nearly 2-month-old Persian Gulf crisis, urging peaceful dialogue instead 
of “threats and warnings.” 

In a message broadcast on Iraqi TV and radio, Saddam also said he no longer 
opposed the involvement of foreign powers in the search fora settlement to the 
crisis, which was touched off by Iraq’s Aug. 2 invasion of Kuwaitz’ 

The Iraqi leader’s latest message came as world leaders meeting at the 
United Nations moved to shore up diplomatic efforts against Iraq. 

Also Sunday, thousands of French troops joined the U.S.-led multi-national 
force in the Gulf, and U.S. and British warships stopped and searched a ship 
carrying refugees from the region. 

Jordan threatened to restrict the flow of foreigners fleeing from Iraq into 
Jordan unless it gets more international aid. 

More than 600,000 people have poured into Jordan from Iraq since the 
invasion, officials said. 


German court rejects united elections 


BERLIN — West Germany’s highest court ruled in favor of East Germany’s . 


former Communists on Saturday and threw out a plan for holding united 
German elections on Dec. 2. 

The Federal Constitutional Court said the election format would deny small 
parties a fair chance at power in the united Germany that will be created on 
Wednesday. 

Although the ruling will not halt the historic merger, it is a victory for the 
now-reformed Communists who once ruled East Germany and increases the 
chances they will win seats in a new Parliament. 

The decision also will force lawmakers to scramble this week to come up with 
an alternative election plan and avoid postponing the first united German 
elections in 60 years. 

Meanwhile, the top lawman in West Berlin warned of an “alarming security 
situation in East Berlin,” where leftist radicals have been reported to be 
planning riots to protest Germany unity.

Everyone knows that dating is im- 
portant before marriage - that is how 
one decides on a companion. But what 
about dating after marriage, how im- 
portant is it? 

Maintaining a marriage is like 
maintaining an automobile, said 
Brent Barlow, a BYU family science 
associate professor, in his book, 
“Twelve Traps in Today’s Marriage 
and How to Avoid Them.” : 

“When we marry, most of us have 
high expectations of ourselves and 
our marriage partners. As_ the 
months and then the years go by, we 
continue to demand and expect much 
of ourselves and our marriages,” the 
book said. 

“Over the years, though, the con- 
stant grind of routines and many 
other daily demands begin to wear us 
down. Expectations are not always 
met, and we lose patience. Tempers 
flare and nerves wear thin. Why? 

“Because we may be constantly 
drawing from a marriage relationship 
without making investments back 
into it. We often fail to perform even 
routine maintenance.” 

Barlow addresses the reader ask- 
ing, “What have you done lately to 
maintain your marriage?” 

Often periodic dating is discussed 
but no action is taken. Most husbands 
believe this is sufficient, said Barlow 
in his book. He said, it may not be. 

“Sometimes that is like adding a

Barlow said he believes that mar- 
riage maintenance requires “more 
frequent verbal expressions of love.”

And, 
as finances permit, a vacation for just 
the two of you.”

Barlow calls this dilemma “The 
Time Trap” because people get 
caught spending less or no time on 
their marriages. 

Barlow quoted Matthew 6:21, “For 
where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also.” 

In Carlfred Broderick’s book “One 
Flesh One Heart,” he emphasizes 
that time spent together must be 
quality time. 

He gave an example of a couple who 
dated, but the husband insisted on 
dropping things off to people in the 
ward in conjunction with his calling as 
bishop.

World Cup 


Committee 
visits Utah

SALT LAKE CITY — Four repre- 
sentatives of the World Cup 1994 
Venue Inspection Team toured Uni- 
versity of Utah’s Rice Stadium and 
briefed Salt Lake civic and business 
representatives Thursday about the 
city’s chances for hosting first round 
games in 1994. 

In the press conference at the New 
Yorker Club in downtown Salt Lake, 
Rey Post, consultant to the World 
Cup ’94 organizing committee, gave 
the audience the criteria the commit- 
tee uses in evaluating sites. The top 
two were characteristics of the sta- 
dium, and civic and government sup- 


ort. 

Neither Post nor committee head 
Ross Berlin were willing to make any 
comments on Salt Lake’s chances. 
“This is just an initiatory visit,” Post 
said in explaining the selection pro- 
cess. 

In order to be considered for one of 
the eight to 12 sites each of the 32 
communities who have expressed in- 
terest must submit a bid document by 
mid-December. Those invited to con- 
tinue will be asked to give a simple 
oral presentation. After which the 
committee will draw up a final list of 
candidates for the international soc- 
cer federation in charge of the World 
Cup, FIFA, to come and tour. 

Tom Kemp, a key member of the 
organizing committee on the 1984 
Summer Olympics in Los Angeles, 
was the only member of the commit- 
tee to make any statement on Rice 
Stadium’s chances, saying the sta- 
dium has severe limitations because 
of playing surface and width. World 
Cup stadiums must have natural turf, 
and a width of 75 meters, a length of 
which Rice Stadium falls 10 feet 
short. 

Press accomodation problems were 
also raised. The stadium press box 
currently has a capacity of 125, short 
of the expected press contingent of 
400. 

Trish Kent, leader of the Utah 
Sports Foundation’s efforts in bring- 
ing the event to Utah, said Rice Sta- 
dium was the foundation’s second 
choice after Cougar Stadium. BYU 
officials, according to Kent, asked to 
be taken out of consideration after 
expressing concerns about financial 
support and renovations of the foot- 
ball field. 

“We were very disappointed,” 
Kent said about BY U’s decision. “But 
they were very courteous and their 
concerns were legitimate,” 

Kent said the foundation consid- 
ered dropping their bid after Cougar 
Stadium was no longer available. Ap- 
parently BYU did not step out of the 
running until Tuesday. 

“We thought we were going to visit 
the stadium,” Kemp said. “But we 
found out the night before we came 
here they weren’t interested.”
